FERREL ALONE IN THE CHASE 


Reno Officer and, His Hounds Hot on the 


Trail of the Escaped 


Convicts 


He Abandons Pursuit Only 


When Reinforcements 


Failed Him 


With his tattered clothes covered 


In part by a newly purchased pair of 
overalls and with ten days' growth of 
beard on hfs tanned face, Officer Fer- 
rel arrived in Reno last evening after 
a single handed chase after the Fol- 
som escapes. It was a man hunt that 
for audacity—it was something more 
than bravery—has rarely if ever been 
equaled. 


When the footsore posse yielded to 


fatigue and took the back trail, Ferrel 
pressed on alone, accompanied only 
by his faithful bloodhounds. It was a 
suicidal trip, for if he had succeeded 
In catching up with the flve desperate 
outlaws he would have had no chance 
with his 30-30 against the guns of the 
convicts. 


It was only when, after four days 


of trailing through the -wilderness on 
the heels of 
the 
desperadoes, and 


waiting1 twenty hours for help that 
never came, that he reluctantly took 
the trail for home. 


Ferrel realized the hopelessness of 


proceeding alone, but he has not given 
up the chase. 
If a party of trusty 


men can be made up in this city he 
will hit the trail today and will follow 
the convicts to the end. 


Mr. Ferrel left Reno on the eve- 


ning of August 3rd with the blood- 
hounds, Bess and Jumbo, that 
had 


trailed Tracy, Ferrel's brother's mur- 
derer, through the wilds of Oregon. 


The following day Ferrel and 
his 


dog's were put on the trail near Plac- 
erville, .At first the dogs were given 
the scent of Seavls and sent to Web- 
ber creek in the vicinity of 
Lotus, 


where Seavis had not been.

Ferrel met a man at the Jurgen 


mine, where the fight had taken place ( 
Sunday night. The man pointed out a 
knoll where Seavis had been seen. The 
hounds immediately, took the trail and 
Bess soon found a cartridge that Sea- ' 
vis had probably dropped, for it was 
a 45-70 from the penitentiary. 
The 


cartridge had blood on it, possibly 
from a scratch on Seavis' hand, for 
he had not yet been wounded. 


Then .Officer Ferrel and the posse, 


consisting of Depxity Sheriff Cooke of ( 
Placerville, J. A. Spencer, the hang- 
man at Folsom, Frank Dygert and a 
man named Grumpy, tracked 1he crim- 
inal through the Webber canyon for 
three days. 
On the fourth day Sher- 


iff. Bosquit sent out a messenger from | 
Auburn, stating that Seavis had been I 
captured. 
| 


The negro said in the Placer county I 


jail that he heard the bay of 
the 


hounds and knew what that meant. 
He took the back track for the rail- 
road immediately. 


When they arrived back at Plac- 


erville Sheriff 
Bosquit ordered ?the 


party on the trail of Thereon, Woods, 
Eldridge, Murphy and another con- 
vict known to be either Miller 
or 


Fahey. 


They proceeded on the trail to 
the 


Grand Victory mine, where the battle 
had occurred in which the three mili- 
tia men were killed or wounded. 
x 


The scent of Woods was given at the 


Grand Vilctory mine and the hounds 
trailed to a point five miles from 
a 


place called Ham's 
station. 
From 


there the party of 
convicts swung 


around into Do'gtown. Ferrel says: 


"We followed them up the American 


river to Meiss' sheep camp, where they 
robbed him of shoes, clothing 
and 


grijb... .Here .we.^pipked up the .prison 
shoes discarded by Thereon. 
They 


were made at Folsom, were hob-nailed 
and were branded on the heel with the 
letter P. 


"Then I gave the hounds a fresh 


scent and we chased a distance of 
eighteen miles to Leak Springs. There 
I sent word to Sheriff 
Norman of 


Amador to guard the ridge at 
Leak 


Springs, saying we were close on them 
and giving them a hard chase. 


"The cons waded the liver at inter- 


vals for a distance of eight miles and 
inquired of one of Meiss' sheepherd- 
ers if he had seen "the convicts. 
He 


leplied that they had come up 
to 


hJm and asked the road to Silver Lakw 
They said to the herder: 
'That dam- 


ned 
•—•—• of a 
with the blood- 


hounds is close on us and if it wasn't 
for the dogs we could get away, but 
the hounds are giving us a hot chase.' 


"On arriving at the springs we found 


that Sheriff Moran and his posse had 
departed six houis before and that the 
convicts had passed within 150 yards 
of Norman's camp. 


"The posse and hounds 
being so 


worn, out, we camped at Anderson's 
place at Leak Springs for the night, 
where we were splendidly treated. At 
5 o'clock in the morning we set out, 
accompanied 
by 
Mr. Anderson, to 


Devil's slide. 


"We went down the canyon about 


2000 feet and climbed the rocks on 
the other side. 
Then we made 
a 


straight course for Sliver Lake, fol- 
lowing their trail. 
They then swung 


off 
to the north, avoiding 
Sheriff 


Norman's posse, he having moved on 
to a place 
called 
Kirkwood, eight 


miles ahead, three hours behind the 
convicts. 


"There we met Sheriff Norman for 


the first time. 
After a consultation 


and laying around camp for the en- 
tire forenoon, it was decided by the 
posses that they would give up 
the 


chase and return home.. 


"I then decided to go on alone and 


hit the trail with the hounds. 
After 


proceeding up the road for a mule and 
a half I discovered where the con- 
victs had held up an Indian and pap- 
poose and robbed his camp of provis- 
ions. 
Ihe old Indian told me that 


two approached 
from one direction 


and three from 
another. 
He was 


wained by the barking of his dog and 
when he raised up on his elbow he 
saw the muzzles of rifles within six 
inches of his head. 


"The Indian said 'Hello.' The con- 


victs said: 
'We look for white men.' 


The Indian replied: 
'I'm no white 


man. 
I'm Injun.' 


"After taking his provisions 
they 


examined his guns and threw them 
down again. 


'"The Indian said to me: ' 
. 


They run like hell.' Theiir footprints, 
which were some distance apart, cor- 
roberated his story. - 


"Here the hounds took a fresh scent 


and followed them 
down the road. 


This is the first time the convicts took 
the main road. 
We followed them 


eight miles that night to a place where 
a man named Rurfner lived. The con- 
victs held a consultation 20 yards from 
his Jiause.,,.,£,_ coujd tell that by- -the 
matted 
footprints. 
They • evidently 


stood there for some tme. 


"Then they approached the house. 


Two went up to the side door and 
three to the front door and they held 
up Ruffner and' his family and a hired 
man. 
Ihis was at 4 o'clock in 
the 


morning. 


"Ruffner identified Thereon from the 


pictures. 
He said Thereon did all the 


talking. 
The other threw their rifles 


down on the floor and sprawled out in 
utter exhaustion. 
Their -clothing was 


nearly torn off them. 


"Thereon ordered ail the occupants 


of the house into one room and closed 
the door, after putting blankets over 
the windows. 
He then proceeded to 


rob the house, taking flour, bacon, oth- 
er provisions and clothing. 


"On arriving at Ruffner's house I 


found that the outlaws had left just 
40 minutes before me (lucky 40 min- 
utes for Frank.) 
Ruffner 
and his 


family were greatly excited. 
He said 


that' each of the convicts had a rifle. 
Some had one and some had two pis- 
tols strapped on them. They all had 


plenty of ammunition. 


"Before 
departing, Thereon asked 


where a man named 
Murphy lived. 


Murphy .is believed to be a relative 
of the party. Ruffner said he thought 
he was four or five miles up 
the 


canyon with his sheep. 


"Thereon said- 
'Boys, we've got to j 


hike'. That blue-shirted 
of a 


with the hounds must be close on to 
us. If we could get a shot at them we 
could stop the chase.' 
It is evident 


that at some time I was near enough 
to them for them to see my old blue 
sweater. 


"Thereon told Ruffner and his folks 


not to come out of the room for 
an 


hour. 


"I met Grant Merrill, a stage driver, 


and sent him to Woodfords to phone 
for help. 
Merrill whipped 
up 
his 


horses and telephoned from Woodfords, 
Alpine county, to Reno, Carson, Gard- 
nervill'e, Markleeville and all 
other 


points within reach, but got no en- 
couraging answers. He came back to 
where I remained on the trail,-five or 
six miles away and reported. 


"I waited there all day hoping that 


assistance would arrive. 
When night 


came I lay down between the hounds. 
About 8 o'clock the next morning 
I 


concluded that alone I could accom- 
plish nothing in the wilds against five 
desperate men 
and < struck out 
for, 


home, and bless the Lord I'm here."

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BIG PUGILISTIC EXPONENTS 


READY FOR A G^EAT BOUT 


Records of the Present and 


Former Champions 


in Detail 


of New Orleans in September, 


Special to The Journal] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal. Aug. 24— 


Will science triumph over brute force 
or vice versa at Mechanics' Pavilion 
ionl&ht? ' Will Corbett, the Idol of 
admirers of scientific boxing methods, 
succumb to J-effries, the Jdeal rough 
and ready fighter? These are ques- 
tions asked and answered In the affirm- 
ative and negative by sporting men. 
Some good judges of matters pugil- 
istic are of the opinion that Corbett's 
science will earn for him the title of 
heavyweight champion and the right to 
collect the winner's share of the big 
purse, but the most of the shrewd ob- 
servers say they are convinced that 
the former boiler maker will again 
defeat the man who won the pugilistic 
crown from John L. Sullivan. 


Nobody 
familiar 
with 
Corbett's 


movements since he first came Into 
prominence by fighting 
a sixty-one 


round draw.with Peter Jackson In 1891 
ds inclined to deny that his physical 
condition has undergone a change not 
conducive to success in feats of skill 
and endurance. Nor will any well in- 
formed followers of ringside events dis- 
pute the assertion that his entire sys- 
tem has suffered consderably since he 
fought John L. Sullivan, and that he 
is by no means as sturdy or tellable 
as • when he went around the "only 
Sullivan" as a cooper would around 
a ban el in the arena of the Olympic 
Club 
1892. 


Instances where unmistakable evi- 


dence in support of the above asser- 
tion may be found in Corbett's fights 
•with Sharkey in this city and with 
ITitzslmmons in Carson City. 
Can a 


gladiator who once loses ground in ah/ 
athletic way recover sufficiently again 
to wjn against a sturdy opponent? His- 
tory records few Instances of such hap- 
penings. 
But, in spite of all, Corbett 


says he never felt better in his life, 
and thinks he will surely be the vic- 
tor in tonight's battle. 
His opinion 


apparently ds shared by such astute 
followers of the game as lommy Ryan 
and several others. So much for Cor- 
bett. 


Now for Jeffries, the champion. He 


Is a fighter In every sense that 
the 


term implies. He is of the lough and 
ready sort, and never so happy as 
"when slugging. 
In fact, he says he 


would rather flght than eat. 
Jeffries' 


knowledge of scientific principles is 
said to be greater than when he met 
Corbett In the ring befoie. 
But force 


Is still his main ^reliance. Bull-like 
rushes and crouching is his forte, fie 
rushes madly at his man, tries to cor- 
ner him and then sends his pile-driv- 
ing blows at various parts of his op- 
ponent's anatomy. Corbett is the one 
man in the business today best able to 
keep away from these onslaughts. The 
only question Is does the challenger 
possess steam enough t o plant 
a 


knock-out blow. 
Jeffi ies willingly al- 


lows an opponent to land on him three 
or four times in order to retuin one 
blow. He figures that he can afford to 
do so owing to the marvelous power 
of his blores. He will employ the tac- 
tics indicated in tonight's battle, and 
he thinks they will result in Cofbett's 
defeat 


So far as physical fitness is con- 


cerned the statements are at variance 
On the occasion of the previous meet- 
ilng between the two Jeffries undoubt- 
edly had the advantage in this partic- 
ular. Corbett'ss mode of life, as before 
stated, has not been such as to im- 
prove his condition any, while, on the 
other hand, Jeffries and dissipation 
were comparative strangers at that 
time. 
Just how the chances stand 


now it Is diifficult to state exactly. 
Corbett undoubtedly has been taking 
excellent care of himself for a year or 
more in anticipation of tonight's meet- 
Ing. Those intimately acquainted with 
him declare that his condition is as 
fresh as that of any youngster, and 
the brightness of his e^es seem to bear 
out these declarations, 
On the other 


band, rumors have been current off 
and on for a long time to the effect 
that the champion was not taking as 
good care of himself as he might. Ho\v- 
ev-er, this may be, it appears that he 
has been training faithfully of late and 
should go Into the ring in good shape. 
So far as weight and measurements 
go he will have a great advantage 
over his opponent. He Tvill weigh In 
at fully 25 pounds heavier than Corbett 
this, however, may be a disadvantage. 


Jeffries' admirers, however,' figure 


that Corbett's powers of endurance are 
limited and unequal to twenty rounds 
of fighting with the champion. 
They 


also claim that the latter is a better 


;man physically than John L. Sullivan' 


most cases two to one is the odds offer- 
ed, but as one shrewd sporting man 
ventured to remark yesterday it-is not 
always the expected that happens. 


Preparations have been made by the 


Yosemite A. C. to seat an immense 
crowd. Many sporting men are here 
from Chicago, Denver and other points. 


It was Tom Sharkey who gave Jas. 


J. Jeffries his start in life. This the 
sailor did in a, twenty-round battle in 
San Francisco May 6, 1898. Sharkey 
was known as the roughest and tough- 
est of the fighters of the coast, and 
when the rugged young boilermaker 
stood up before him for the limit, and 
won at that, the latter's reputation was 
made. 
Jeffries was 23 years old at 


the time. 
He was born in 1875 in 


Ohio, but has spent the greater part 
of his life in California. Jeffries act- 
ed as sparring partner to Corbett, when 
the latter was training for nils fight 
with Fitzsimrnons. For several years 
after this he met In succession a num- 
ber of prominent fighters, defeating 
some and getting draws with others. 
Some of those he went against were 
Peter Jackson, Pete 
Everett, 
Tom 


Sharkey, Bob Armstrong and Joe God- 
dard. 
He continued this in and out 


fighting until 1899 when, under the 
management of Willliam A Brady, he 
went to New York and secured a match 
with Bob Fitzsimmons, champion of 
the wrorld. 
The contest resulted, as 


all the sporting world knows, in a 
victory for Jeftries in the 
eleventh

•weaken his sttategic position by opening fire in a presi- 
dential campaign, if there would be any dangler of hurting 
his party thereby.

This vacation of 
thousands of operators is not the result of strikes,' but is 
brought about by the high pi ice of cotton, a flcticious price, 
pushed up by manipulation and not by any condition of the 
cotton crop. These manipulators have already made many 
millions and these millions will be made up for by the loss- 
es of millions in wages of cotton mill workerds. The result 
of the curtailment is expected to be double, to bring the 
price of cotton down to a normal figure and relieve an ov-
